Gives to CIA responsibility for all foreign espionage, counter-

Toreign Wireless and Radio Monitoring - December 12, 1947 

Gives DCI all such monitoring responsibilities, and directs him to 
disseminate intelligence gained to departments and agencies having 
an authorized Interest in it

domestic Exploitation - Febi*uary 12, 1948 

Designates to CIA sole responsibility in this area, then outlines 
methods of procedure concerning a central index, use of CIA field 
offices by representatives of other IAC agencies, etc.

Agencies may collect, analyze, abstract such data, but it must be

Security of Information on Intelligence Sources and Methods - Janu^ 6, 1950 

Indicates need for increased precaution in this area, directs that 
CIA shall, as often as possible, be referred to as a coordinator 
rather than a collector of intelligence 


Avoidance of publicity Concerning the Intenigence Agencies of the U.S, 

Government - January 6, 1950 

Directs that all IA0 agencies shall, prevent unauthorized disclosure 
of information concerning intelligence or ihtelligence activities 
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
